The total reduction is attributable directly to 
the decrease in the number of passengers 
carried, the average fare received being 
almost identical with the corresponding figure 
for last year, and this notwithstanding - the 
extension of the running of cheap excursion 
trams and other facilities from time to time 
conceded. This result indicates that the 
losses arise mainly on short distance journeys, 
where the competition of the roads is most

' Perhaps, the acutest interpretation of 
Berkeley’s thought which has ever been 
iven is that of Olgiati, Professor of the 
tholic University of Milan, whose 
** Idealism of George Berkeley’’ has just 
appeared. Olgiati describes the fierce 
struggle of the different Italian schools 


» who wish to appropriate to themselves the 


Irish thinker. The present representative 
of the Irish Berkeleys, Mr. George F. H. 
Berkeley, of Co. Cork, has told me that, 
when he gives his name in an Italian 
bookshop, he i: often asked if-he is a 
relation of the famous philosopher. This 
would not be likely.to happen in Ireland, 
or in England. 


“WE IRISH THINK OTHERWISE.” 


Berkeley is better remembered in Ireland 
as an economist and patriot, author of the 
“* Querist,”’. tban as she philosopher gut 
(as Leibnitz put it) in Hibernia im- 

qnat realitatem . corporum. The 
* Querist,’’ like the discovery of 'tar-water, 
was the work of his philanthropic old age 
at Cloyne. The publication about ten 
years ago of his correspondence with Sir 
John Percival (afterwards Lord Egmont), 
and his ‘‘ Commonplace Book,’’ kept while 
at Trinity College, show that Berkeley’s 
active interest in his country dated from 
his undergraduate days (he entered Trinity 
in 1701). In the ‘‘Commonplace Book,” 
after attacking leading English thinkers 
of the scientific t Newton and Iocke— 
he noted that “ we Irish think otherwise.”’ 
Percival, his greatest friend, was one of 
the patriot members of the Irish Parlia- 
ment. Other famous Anglo-Irish names 
that one meets with in reading his life 
are those of Swift, Synge, Parnell (the 
poet), Prior and Madden. A Latin in- 
scription recounting the virtues of Prior, 
and written by Berkeley, is to be seen in 
the porch of Christ Church Cathedral in 
Dublin. The busts of both Prior and of 
Madden are in the entrance passage of 
the Royal. Dublin Society. . 

Very little is known of the origin of 
Berkeley’s family. His father, William 
Berkeley, lived at Thomastown, and 
Berkeley went to school at the famous 
College in Kilkenny. He was the eldest 
son, and had several brothers, or half- 
brothers, from the youngest of whom, 
Robert, the present Irish Berkeleys are 
descended. bert’s grandson,» Sackville 
Berkeley, born in 1780, used to speak of 
“my uncle, Bishop Berkeley ’’—in reality 
his granduncle. Bishop Berkeley died in 
1753, but Robert survived him by thirty-. 
four years, and this Sackville Berkeley, 
whose son, General Berkeley, has only 
lately died, had seen Robert, brother of 
the philosopher and his own grandfather— 
a remarkable instance of longevity. 


WHO WAS HIS MOTHER? 


Bishop Stock, Berkeley s first biographer, 
writing at the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, did not state the name of Berkeley’s 
mother, although he could have had the 
information from Robert, who was still 
living. The editor of the “ Poems of 
George Monck Berkeley,” daughter-in-law 
of‘ the bishop, ‘says that Mrs: William 
Berkeley was ‘‘aunt to old General Edward 
Wolfe,”’ father of the famous General of 
that name, James Wolfe, the victor of 
Quebec. It does not necessarily follow 
from this statement that Mrs. Berkeley 
was a Miss Wolfe before her matriage. 
Old General Wolfe’s father was a Major 
Edward Wolfe, of Kilmurray, Co. Wick- 
low, and Bishop Berkeley’s mother may 
have been Major Wolfe’s sister-in-law. 
Mr. Sadler, of the Ulster Office, is now 
rather inclined to believe that Berkeley's 
mother was a sister of Thomas Southerne, 
the famous dramatist, a native of Co. 
Dublin, in which case the philosopher had 
*“ literary ” blood in his veins. It is said, 
too, that he counted Archbishop Ussher 
among his ancestors on the maternal side, 

Berkeley lived the greater part of his 
life in Ireland) He first visited England 
in 1714, and a year later went to Italy ás 
chaplain to Lord. Peterborough. He 
returned to London in: the same year, 
but was back in Italy in 1715, when he 
wrote some extraordinarily interesting 
notes of travel, anticipating the modern 
excitement over Baroque art. Afterwards 
he remained for a considerable time in 
England preparing his famous scheme for 
a university in the Bermudas. He was 
appointed Dean of Derry, but, instead of 
going to Derry, sailed for America in 
1729, and.lived for three years on 
Island without ever seeing the Bermudas. 
In 1734 he became Bishop of Cloyne, 
thanks to the influence of Queen Caroline 
and Lord Egmont. 


LOVABLE, CANDID AND SERENE. 


P. Rotta, the Italian author, describes 
Berkeley as ‘‘ the most lovable, the most 
candid, the most serene figure among all 
those who inhabited the sacred domain of 
Philosophy.” These are true words; but 
my, research into the philosopher's life 
suggests to me that Berkeley’s character 
was Me rather more complex and secretive 
one than most po have imagined. If 
he made t friends, he also made great 
enemies. Ihe tremendous ‘opposition which 
he encountered during the course of -his 
career from men like Primate Boulter, the 
Hoadlys and.other Churchmen, has never 
been thoronghly explained. . These dis- 
tinguisiied men pushed. the claims of a 
poetast-r named iels in opposition. to

Che ‘Bus Speeding Danger. 


I am afraid that this matter of ‘bus 
speeding, to which several references 
already have been made in these columns, 
is becoming a very serious problem, and 
needs immediate consideration ‘and action 
by the authorities.

NOT FOR S*LF. 

“ Oh, you cannot buy that,” was the 
exclamation. made with infinite pride by 
a lady who had finished a most exhilarat- 
ing living-room in a paint which seemed 
a lovely warm, old gold. Hers was the 
natural human pleasure of having some- 
thing different. She had discovered the 
secret by playing with ambers and reds, 
and mixing them with a colour déscribed 
as “‘ canary " in the paint chart sheet of 


sample tints. She confessed that she had 


derived an immense amount of fun out of 
making innumerable rainbows. She dis- 
played in evidence a collection of pieces 
of wood, every one of which looked Jike a 
painter’s palette, with colours in artistic 
confusion. 

Another advantage of this early game 
of painting rainbows is that we get a very 
useful working knowledge of how to obtain 
true harmonies of colour. That is a help 
in everything. We all mak> mistakes at 
times in blending curtains with furniture 
or with the tint of the walls, or we get 
the wrong contrasts in placing ornaments. 
It is so vexing, having bought new 
curtains, to find that, after all, they do not 
look quite as we expected when set against 
the walls. 

We can avoid this by the preliminary 
combination, whereas blue and lilac, or 
blue and the colour the makers ca]l drab, 
do not agree. It teaches us that, with 
yellow walls, we can obtain nice effects 
by the use of purple or green, or rich 
brown if we want a sense of warmth, 
or with blue or a light brown for an ap- 
pearance of summer coolness. We are also 
guided as to the exact right and wrong 
shades of such colours to choose. 


BEST RESULTS. 


Some of the best results in home. decora- 
tion. are obtained. by mixing our own 
colours, although we make good use of the 
familiar brands:of paint, Unless we play 
at painting rainbows beforehand it is safer 
to stick to the colours shown on 
numerous pattern cards. Terra cotta is a 
favourite colour for warm effects. but it 
becomes much more pleasant by this per- 
sonal production. We just mix propor- 
tions of lemon yellow and venetian reds 
until our impromptu palette shows us 
that we have hit on the very shade we 
like; or we ro on playing with black 
and blue and Brunswick green until we 
find we are producing nearly a dozen 
shades, and can choose our very own. The 
soft grey for the diningroom or bedroom 
may also be original; for we toy with 
the blendings of vermilion and blue anti! 
we light upon just the shade that delights 
the eye, and is so obviously suited to the 
room. 

The one precaution necessary is to 
watch carefully the exact proportions 
with which your chosen. shade was 
obtained. Cease making rainbows the 
moment you have a colour you like, and 
simply make it again, noting down how to 
get it. Then it is possible to work out 
safely the total amount of the two colours 
required for mixing, so that, when the 
spring cleaning time arrives, you are in 
no doubt as to the actua] shade there will 
be on the walls. 

It is the most fascinating of al] the 
necessary preliminaries, and it should be 
much more general. It really whets the 
anticipation of the coming decorative over- 
pauline. and ensures the most delightful 
results.

OUR CHANCES, AGAINST 
SCOTLAND |

EDINBURGH , Friday Night. 

Our failure against W ales last week was a 
decided set-back, and we face to-day’s match 
with Scotland at Craiglockhart, Edinburgh, 
with more than the usual doubt.
